Conclave Secrecy Lifts; 
Pacelli Received All 
of Votes But His Own. 


VATICAN CITY, March 3. 
(AP)—Pope Pius XII made 
peace the keynote of his pon- 
tificate today in an unprece- 
dented message to the world at 
the outset of his reign. 


His unexpected broadcast 
from the Sistine chapel to the 
far corners of the earth stressed 
a note of conciliation which 


many expected would charac- 
terize his policies. 


The peace he invoked was “that | 
peace, sublime gift of heaven,| 
which is desired by all honest) 
souls and which is the fruit of | 
charity and justice.” | 

He spoke in Latin for five min-| 
utes to the cardinals who elevated | 
him yesterday to the throne of| 
St. Peter, but he addressed his’ 
words—broadcast by the Vatican | 
radio station—to all, and bittaied | 
ed his blessing not only to all’ 
Catholics but to those outside the 
church, | 

Earlier he had set his corona-'| 
tion for Sunday, March 12. On! 
that day, in a rich and lengthy | 
ceremonial, he will be crowned | 
with the trirengo or pope’s triple | 
tiara. | 

Third Obedience. 

The entire college of cardinals | 
-—61 members now that Eugenio 
Cardinal Pacelli has been chosen 
Pontiff—gathered to make their 
third obedience, the last act of 
ceremonial homage which follows | 
a pope’s election. 

Then they met in the Sistine 
chapel, still furnished with its con- 
clave equipment, to hear the sing- 
ing of a te deum. At the end 
of this, a microphone was set be-. 
fore the Papal throne for the 
broadcast of the Pontiff’s message. 

The secrecy which customarily 
surrounds the conclave tended to. 
disappear in face of the speed and | 
unanimity with which Cardinal 
Pacelli was chosen yesterday on 
the first day of balloting. 

Vatican prelates reported that 
he received 35 votes on the first 
ballot, including the unanimous 
support of the 27 foreign cardi- 
nals.

CHARLESTON, S. C., March 3 
(P)—President Roosevelt came out 
again today for higher industrial 
wages in the south, asserting in- 
creased purchasing power for 
southern people must be brought 
about if progress is to be made 
toward solving the nation’s ‘“eco- 
nomic problem No. 1.” 

Questioned by Charleston re- 
porters during an interview aboard 
the cruiser Houston, as he return- 
ed from his two-week voyage in 
southern waters, the chief execu- 
tive said he had seen no change 
yet (he emphasized the word 
“yet”) in this economic problem. 

He said he hoped there was go- 
ing to be a change for the better 
and he was going to do all he 
could to help bring this about. 

The President declared the his- 
tory making fleet maneuvers had 


been highly satisfactory and had 
proved among other things the ne- 
cessity for establishing naval bases 
at San Juan, P. R., and St. Thom- 
as, V.-t.

Rents 2-Story Structure 
on Peachtree. 


One of the largest business 
leases closed in the city in some 
| time was made Friday for the two- 
|Story and basement building at 
56-58 Peachtree street, taken over 
'by the Tip Top Tailors, Ltd., of 
Toronto, for a ten-year period, in- 
volving a minimum rental of 
$110,000. The building was occu- 
pied for many years by the Eise- 
man Clothing Company. The lessor 
is Asa G. Candler, Inc., the lease 
being negotiated by E. A. Erwin, 
vice president of the Draper- 
Owens Company, realtors.

Five Atlanta and Fulton county~ 
bills were made law yesterday by |

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BRAZIL, ARGENTINA AND THE U. §&. 

There has developed, as the result of the 
‘visit to Washington of Dr. Oswaldo Aranha, 
foreign minister of Brazil, a situation which 
may bring about a much-to-be-desired triangu- 
lar agreement on trade between the three na- 
tions of Brazil, Argentina and the United 
States. 

If such an agreement can be consummated, 
it will be a powerful weapon in the struggle 
of the American democracies to block German 
influence in South America and to checkmate 
programs of Nazi propaganda infiltration 
among the peoples to the south of us. 

Brazil, through Dr. Aranha, has proposed to 
purchase her future supplies of wheat from 
the United States. As a prospective new cus- 
tomer of approximately $23,000,000 annual ca- 
pacity, the wheat farmers of the midwest would 
hail Brazil with joy. At one stroke that would 
bring a market for about one-third of the 
United States surplus wheat. 

However, if Brazil buys wheat in this coun- 
try, Argentina would lose. For now Argentina 
is supplying Brazil her wheat. And thus, while 
the arrangement ‘would draw more closely to- 
gether in economic interests this country and 
Brazil—which has always been one of the best 
of friends to the United States—it might serve 
to alienate the growing affections of the Argen- 
tine people. 

A proposal has been made, however, whereby 
the three nations would make a triangular trade 
treaty. Under this Argentina would continue to 
sell wheat to Brazil, Brazil would continue to 
sell her coffee to this country and the United 
States would continue to sell her manufactured 
products, such as automobiles, agricultural ma- 
chinery, etc., to the Argentine. The three trans- 
actions would about offset each other and 
would fit in with the present import-export 
picture between the three countries. 

As it is, at present, the Argentine, which 
buys more from the United States than she sells 
to us, lacks credits for purchases in this coun- 
try. In this condition, that country has turned 
to “barter” arrangements with Germany, under 
which Nazi-manufactured goods are exchanged 
for Argentinean wheat and other raw materials. 
Such an agreement, however, provides neither 
cash nor credit for dealing with other countries. 

Brazil’s chief interest is the stabilization of 
her financial condition. She already sells more 
to the United States than she purchases and 
it is foreseen that her buying here will natural- 
ly tend to increase. By reason of her exports 
to this country of her principal crop, coffee, 
she has for years enjoyed a favorable trade bal- 
ance. 

Consummation of such a tripartite com- 
mercial agreement among the three countries 
is much to be desired. It would be advantageous 
to our trade with Latin America and, more im- 
portant, would serve to strengthen those com- 
mon interests which must ever seek to keep 
both the Americas free of totalitarian theories 


of government. 


CURING DESFNESS 

The number of deaf adults in the next gen- 
eration, according to the American Medical As- 
sociation News, could be reduced by 50 per cent. 
This conclusion is based on the belief of tech- 
nicians who have made an intensive study of 
the problem, that overgrowth of lymphoid, 
gland-like tissue, in the pharynx just above the 
soft palate, is the starting point of deafness. 

“Tf school children in the grades were ex- 
amined with a nasopharyngoscope at least once 
a year,” it is stated, “and those with an over 
growth of lymphoid tissue were treated with 
X-ray as often as necessary, deafness could 
be reduced by half in the next generation. 

‘This abnormal growth partially obstructs 
the tubes, causes*an oversecretion of mucus, 
which further impairs function, and produces 
a cronic irritation in the tubes and middle ears. 
If this overgrowth is allowed to go on untreated, 
the deafness progresses by involving one octave 
after another toward the low end of the scale. 
It becomes evident only when the tones in the 
speech range are affected. Thus the primary 
cause may be insidiously damaging the hearing 
apparatus for several years before it is recog- 
nized.” 

Because of the location of these enlarged 
tissues it is considered impossible to remove 
them surgically without further damaging the 
tubes. But safe treatments by X-rays or ra- 
dium will reduce the size and inhibit growth. 
Overgrowth of lymphoid tissue, however, grad- 
ually disappears between the ages of 11 and

17. Thus, if damage is to be averted every 
means of improving the general condition of 
health and of preventing recurring infections 
must be resorted to during early chilhood. 

Slowly, but surely, medical science is remov- 
ing physical defects which, only a few years ago, 
were taken for granted as impossible to over- 
come, 


THE SOUTHERN STEPCHILD 

Despite the fact that the Democratic party— 
to which the south gives all its political alle- 
giance—has held the reins of federal govern- 
ment for seven years, and despite that same 
administration’s frequent lamentations over low 
incomes and economic lag in the south, once 
more the statistics show that federal expendi- 
tures in the south average far lower than in 
other sections of the country. 

During 1938, according to figures compiled 
by the National Industrial Conference Board, 
the southern states, generally, received far less 
in federal relief expenditures, per capita, than 
the states of the north, the east and the west. 
Highest payments of all, ranging from $101 
to $54 per capita, were made in eight states 
of the mountain and northwest regions, while 
the lowest payments, all below $20 and some as 
low as $13 per capita, were made in the south. 
The only states not southern included in those 
getting less than $20 per capita are Maine, 
New Jersey and Connecticut. It is interesting to 
note that Georgia, perennially loyal to the 
Democratic party, received relief expenditures 
last year amounting only to $14 per capita. 
Maine, one of the two states which went Re- 
publican in 1936, received the same amount. 
Could it be because the powers-that-be concede 
there is no likelihood of either state changing 
its party affiliations? 

Only three states received less than Geor- 
gia. They are Alabama, North Carolina and 
Virginia, which each got $13 per capita. 

Nevada. was the most favored state, getting 
$101 per capita. Others in the “$50 and over” 
group are Montana, South Dakota, Wyoming, 
North Dakota, New Mexico, Arizona and Idaho. 
The only strictly southern state receiving more 
than $20 per capita is Mississippi, whose figure 
is placed at $21. 

This story is not new. Similar figures have 
been the rule ever since the beginning of fed- 
eral relief expenditures, ever since the “pump 
priming” program of the national administra- 
tion was launched. 

It appears, irrefutably, to be utterly illogi- 
cal. The states which are in greatest need, 
according to all social and economic statistics 
and according to the oft-expressed views of the 
government itself, receive the least. And those 
most prosperous, in any event, are beneficiaries 
of the greatest federal generosity. 

It has frequently been charged that distri- 
bution of federal funds, for any purpose, is not 
uninfluenced by political consideration. This 
may not be true as regards distribution of fed- 
eral relief moneys. It seems inconceivable that 
anyone would permit human relief needs to be 
used as a pawn in the political game. 

Yet it is impossible not to notice that, gen- 
erally speaking, heaviest federal relief expendi- 
tures have been made in those states which are, 
normally, in the politically doubtful column. 


ATLANTA AND AVIATION 

Once more, Atlanta has been given warning 
that aviation facilities of the city must be care- 
fully surveyed and expanded to prepare for a 
future as the sky hub of the south, or face a 
curtailment of service to this city as some 
other municipality provides the requirements 
of major air lines. 

Aviation fields cannot be constructed over- 
night, nor can extensions to present fields be 
prepared within weeks. Both must be obtained 
through intelligent planning and the provision 
of sufficient time. 

Candler field today affords air lines using 
the field the minimum facilities necessary for 
convenience and safety. Commercial traffie is 
utilizing more and more field time as services 
already operating through and from Atlanta 
expand under an increased volume of patron- 
age. 

In the near future it is probable that at 
least two new routes will have their terminus 
at the municipal airport, and that larger planes 
will be necessary on at least one present route. 
This means the private flying at the field will 
have to be restricted and the city will be faced 
with an immediate necessity for field extension 
at a cost far in excess of that which would be 
required today. 

The immediate needs are for a subsidiary 
field, for which an excellent site has been sur- 
veyed at old Camp Gordon, and for an exten- 
Sion of runways at Candler field which wil] 
take care of the needs of larger craft used in 
commercial service. 

Atlanta grew rich because of one factor. It 
was and is a railroad hub. It can grow even 
greater and richer through provision of proper 
facilities for its aviation industry. The alterna- 
tive of an intelligent air program will be retro- 
gression to the position of a way station for the 
transportation in the skies. It is not a matter 
for procrastination. Next year may be too late.

debate on the armament bill, Senator Josh Lee, of Oklahoma, has 
imitated Patrick Henry. Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg, of Mich- 
igan, has discovered several “vivid contemplations” in Washing- 
ton’s farewell address. And Senator Gerald P. Nye, of North Da- 
kota, has committed an oration. In fact, the senate, which is ex- 
pected to pass the measure quite easily, has been more than usu- 
ef articulate, not to say verbose, on the subject of the armament 


Meanwhile, tension in foreign affairs has slackened. In Europe, 
the situation seems less darkly menacing. At home, such silly but 
exciting incidents as the military affairs committee’s agitation over 
the French airplane purchase are things of the past. It’s a good 
time to try to discover what lies behind all the sound and fury, and 
particularly what the senate really thinks about foreign policy. A 
wise and experienced diplomat, long stationed in Washington, used 
to wire his puzzled foreign office about once a month: 

“It’s not the President; it’s the senate that really counts.” 


SENSIBLE SENATOR The most interesting single response 


received in a careful inquiry into sen- 
ate sentiment came from Robert A. Taft, of Ohio. Though a fresh- 
man senator, his standing in the Republican party is guaranteed 
by his excellent chance to be its nominee in ’40. A representative 
of the isolationist midlands and a stalwart isolationist himself, he 
is also an extremely shrewd fellow. Approaching the problem from 
a political angle, he doubted the wisdom of an immediate hulla- 
baloo about the President’s foreign course. 

“We've just gained an advantage on domestic issues,” he said. 
“Why move the theater of debate to foreign affairs, where we may 
have to convince the people all over again?” 

The background of the Taft ..emark is a clear distinction which 
he makes between active intervention abroad, and mere passive 
support for the European democracies and protection of our own 
interests. For example, for all his isolationism, he found notuing 
but the method to disapprove in the French airplane sale, and is 
ready to consider a judicious use of government credit to assist 
American export trade in the struggle with the Fascist nations. And 
he does not think that, on the evidence, the President can be con- 
victed of active intervention. His attitude, therefore, differs sharp- 
ly from that of the small but loud-talking group of senators who 
advocate an hysterical shrinking within our own borders. The 
Gallup poll indicates that there is widespread popular support for 
the Taft attitude, and, that being the case, as might be suspected, 
there is much support for it in the senate. 


MYSTERY AND ORATORY Among the numerous senators 


questioned, only such known 
extremists as Vandenberg advocated American withdrawal from all 
foreign contacts. A large middle group echoed Taft. A smaller 


number, chiefly of southerners who have little respect for the new- 
fangled. ideas of the neutrality bloc, were downright aggressive, in 
the manner of Senator Tom Connally, of Texas. In fact, the most 
striking result of the inquiry was its revelation of the degree of 
sentiment for a businesslike policy, of assisting our friends abroad 
and guarding our own interests when no risk or expense to our- 
selves is involved. 

The trouble was that this sentiment was private, and the men 
who voiced it, much troubled. The specific things the President 
has done to assist the democracies or assert American rights were 
not found to be troubling. The worry arose from the President’s 
methods, and from his alarmist and often threatening tone in for- 
eign affairs. As one man put it: 

“He’s given us alternate doses of mystery and oratory until we 
don’t know where we stand, and fear the worst.” 

Given the sentiment for a businesslike policy, the President 
might even, conceivably, have procured repeal of the arms em- 
bargo clauses of the neutrality act on a cash-and-carry basis, if 
he had asked for it calmly and factually. As it is, however, if such 
a request were presented now, it would find the senate in a serious 
state of jitters. His methods and his tone have convinced many 
senators that, while doing much they think reasonable, the Presi- 
dent harbors dangerous intentions. And that conviction, since it

Nevertheless, it must be admitted that if an industrialist were | 

eyeing Georgia with the idea of putting a plant costing a million | 

and a half which would create jobs for 600 or 1,000 men, he would | 
pause and perhaps pass on. 


He would*not discover any aspect of fiscal or political stability, 
He might overestimate the situation. Persistent inquiry might re« 
veal an acceptable situation. Yet, it must be confessed the average 
industrialist would be frightened away. 


He would discover the income tax law, set up little more than | 
a year ago, being amendéd to change his tax expense. It so hap< 
pens it increases his expense. But whether increase or decrease, 
what he is looking for is some indication of a stable tax system. He 
would discover the legislature offering taxes, some fantastic, on all 
manner of business and industry. He would find no indication that 
next year or two years from now there would not be a complete 
revision of what finally is set up for the present. He would have 
no idea what might happen to his own business. He could not 
possibly interpret ihe legislative action as looking toward a stable 
policy of taxation. Therefore, it is fair to ask whether the indus- 
trialist planning expansion in the south would be attracted to 
Georgia? All the natural advantages are here. There is lacking 
evidence of stability in taxation and government policy. 


“TAX HIM—NOT ME” Human nature being what it is, it {gs 


perfectly natural that no one wants 
to be taxed but always thinks the other fellow is the perfect set-up 
for supplying revenue through taxation. 


Nevertheless, it ought to be obvious that any system of taxation 
which “spots” its taxation is neither equitable nor satisfactory. It 
never will supply a stable income. It will be variable. Every 
Governor for the past seven or eight administrations has urged tax 
revision and the establishment of some system which will be a fair 
one and which will enable the inhabitants of the small counties to 
pay their share, small as it will be, to the upkeep of the state. As 
yet no legislature has been willing to attack the problem with a 
frontal assault. The plan has been to add a few more patches to 
the tax system and hope the blowout won’t come during that ade- 
ministration. The sad fact is the blowout has come. The state is 
broke. Meanwhile the very human cry is, “Don’t tax me—tax him.” 

The legislature very properly is concerned about waste of the 
taxpayers’ money. It ought, as far as possible, safeguard that 
money. A sound system of taxation, with the allocation features 
eliminated, would make this possible. As long as there are alloca< 
tions and a hodge-podge of taxes there cannot be any systematic 
presentation to the taxpayer of where his money goes. 

Meanwhile, business, new industrial prospects, unpaid teachers 
and the plain pee-pul await some sort of action.

This is an old statement and yet it continues to be rather un- 
usual. Without having seen a single set of books possessed by any 
of the southern industrialists, it is a fact that business is not all it 
once was or all it might be. Asking the industrialists, who al- 
ready may be hunting for markets, to increase his wages 50 per 
cent is hardly compatible with the hard facts. If the industrial- 
ists cannot find markets; if the freight rates add to his woes; if the 
new governmental restrictions have imposed new expenses, it does 
not exactly seem cricket to now denounce him for not increasing 
wages 50 per cent until something is done for his income. 


Especially is this true since the industries of the south are under 
the wages and hours act, which is federal legislation. There is 
little, very little difference, in the wages paid skilled labor in the 
south and in the east. Skilled labor makes about the same wages, 
north, east, south or west. So, the same criticism would apply 
anywhere if it is to apply at all. 

It has come to be a popular custom to deliver a swift kick at

Please note at the outset that 
both Cornelius and Peter were at 
prayer in their homes when God 
appeared to them—a striking tes- 
timony for the family altar. Do 
we give God an opportunity to 
speak to us in our homes? 

National and racial prejudice 
are strongly reflected in this les- 
son. Space forbids details discus- 
sion of the background of the two 
men. Suffice it to say, Peter was 
convinced that God meant what 
He said through Isaiah, the proph- 
et, “Look unto Me, and be ye 
saved, all the ends of the earth; 
for I am God, and there is none 
else,” Isaiah 45:22. And Cornelius 
was convinced that. God was 
speaking to him, directing: him to 
His servant who would preach 
Jesus Christ to him as the Saviour 
of the world. 

Peter’s sermon at the house of 
Cornelius emphasized seven great 
truths, namely, that the gospel is 
from God, that the gospel is for 
every man, that the gospel is in 
Christ. that the gospel is to he 
witnessed unto, that it is the gos- 
pel of the past, that it is the gos- 
nel of the present, and that it is 
the gospel of all hope for the fu- 
ture. 

Further. this lesson’ clearly 
teaches that all races need the gos- 
pel, that all races are responsive 
to the gospel, that the gospel 
should be given to all races, and 
that every race should proclaim 
the gospel. This lesson leaves no 
possible ground for anyone to 
claim that any race or nation can 
lay claim to preference in God’s 
plan of salvation. “For God so 
loved the world. that He gave His 
only begotten Son, that whoso- 
ever believeth on Him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life.” 
“And the spirit and the bride say. 
come. And let him that is athirst 
come. And whosoever will, let him 
take the water of life freely.”

FAST UNTO DEATH 


Protests Refusal of Ruler To 
Grant People Govern- 
ment Voice. 


RAJKOT, India, March 3.—()

Gandhi demanded that the na- 
tive ruler of Rajkot, Thakore Sa- 
heb Shri Dharmendrasinhji, give 
the people of the tiny western In- 
dia state “a voice in the govern-| 
ment.” Rajket is about 300 miles | 
northwest of Bombay. | 

A crowd of spectators watched 
as Gandhi—who disdains the title 
“mahatma,” or “saint’”—prepared 
for his fast with a meal of whole- 
wheat bread, tomatoes, cooked 
vegetables, oranges and a cup of 
hot goat’s milk just before noon. 

He had spent the morning fol- 
lowing his usual routine of mas- 
sages, ablutions and attending to 
his mail. 

Ninety minutes after the fast be- 
gan Gandhi received a letter from 
the Thakore. It refused to meet 
his demands. 

Gandhi tossed it aside with the 
remark, “merely adding fuel to 
the flames.” 

Physicians said Gandhi's vitality 
was very low. But the nationalist 


leader declared he willingly would 
give his life “which has no insur- 
ance value” to get the Rajkot ruler 
to carry out reforms Gandhi de- 
clares he promised to make. 

“No fast, however prolonged, 
can dissolve the body.” 

While Gandhi prayed for the 
success of his mission, new dis- 
turbances in India caused two 
deaths. Troops were sent to Luck- 
now, 700 miles from Rajkot, after 
Hindus and Moslems had clashed 
there. Troops also were ordered 
to stand by at Amritsar, where one 
person was killed and 16 infured 
yesterday.

Income Was Taxable 


by U. S. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 3.—(/P) 
The United States fifth circuit 
court of appeals today turned 
down the appeal of Robert Tyre 
(Bobby) Jones Jr., of Atlanta, Ga., 
former amateur golf champion, to 
recover $51,815.17 in income taxes 
and interest paid on incomes he 
claimed never to have received. 

Today’s decision upheld a rul- | 
ing by the middle district of Geor- 
gia court. The government con- 
tended that while under contract 
to a moving picture company, 
Jones sold his services to his fa- 
ther, received $1,000 annually from 
his parent, and that the golfer’s 
film income was diverted through 
his father into trust funds for 
Bobby Jones’ three minor chil-| 
dren. 

The opinion of the appeals 
court, written by Judge Rufu 
Foster, said in part: ' 

“The appellant could have set 
up the trust fund in favor of the | 
children without the intervention 
of his father. The conclusion is in- 
escapable that he used his father 
simply as a conduit in an attempt 
to reduce or avoid taxes that 
would be otherwise assessable 
against compensation derived 
from his own personal services.” 

Payment for Bobby Jones’ film 
appearances, according to the trial 
record, was made directly to his 
father by the studios and were de- | 
posited in the Trust Company of | 
Georgia in Atlanta. Jones denied 
that he had knowledge at that 
time of any trust fund set up by 
his father for the golfer’s chil- 


dren. 

On his 1931 account Jones asked 
4. judgment for $25,942.14 and inter- 
est at 6 per cent from December 
14, 1934, and on his 1933 account 
a principal of $25,873.03 and in- | 
terest from February 3, 1936, ac- | 
cording to his petition.

Grand Jury Presentments, Jan.-Feb., 19 


PRESENTMENTS JANUARY 
FEBRUARY TERM, 1939 
GRAND JURY. : 
Hon. Paul S. Etheridge 
Judge, Superior court, 
Fulton County, 
Atlanta, Ga. 

The Grand Jury, selected for the 
January-February term, has com- 
pleted its work, as far as possible, 
and wishes to make the following 
report: 

The greater part of our time has 
been devoted to routine matters. 
However, during the early part of 
February charges were made in a 
meeting of the Commissioners of 
Roads and Revenue of extrava- 
gance and uncalled for expendi- 
tures on the part of one of the 
Commissioners who had resigned 
from the board. As these charges 
were prominent in the headlines 
of our daily papers, this body be- 
lieved it was their duty to investi- 
gate them to the best of their abil- 
ity. All of the members of the 
present Board of Commissioners 
were invited to appear before our 
body. Ex-Commissioner Longino 
was given the same privilege. 

From the information obtained 
from these gentlemen, this body 
is of the opinion that our Board of 
Commissioners of Roads and Rev- 
enue is largely handicapped by the 
antiquated laws under which they 
operate. We call your attention 
to the recent annexation of two 
counties to Fulton County, adding 
many miles of new territory. Also 
to the rapid growth of the City of 
Atlanta and the further fact that 
thousands of our citizens have 
moved from the city proper to 
adjacent county territory. These 
physical changes have brought 
about many new problems. Dur- 
ing recent years the Board of 
Commissioners has had an oppor- 
tunity of making many new de- 
velopments through the aid of the 
WPA and the PWA. They have 
further been called upon to take 
over the relief situation in this 
county. These new burdens have, 
to a large extent, been the cause 
of the unbalanced budget. 

This Jury is of the opinion that 
the time has arrived when the 
Commissioners of this County 
should halt and take an account- 
ing of themselves as well as mak- 
ing an accounting to the people of 
Fulton County whom they rep- 
resent. 

We believe that under the pres- 
ent set-up of the Commissioners it 
will be impossible for them to 
keep County expenditures within 
the present County income. It is 
therefore recommended by this 
Jury that the bill formulating a 
budget system for the Fulton 
County Commissioners now before 
the Legislature, be immediately, 
favorably acted upon. We under- 
stand that all of the present mem- 
bers of the Board of Commission- 
ers have indorsed a budget bill. 
We urge our State Senator and our 
Legislative members not to allow 
this bill to be emasculated by 
amendments. The present bill, we 
understand, contains the _ best 
thought of our bankers and lead- 
ing businessmen and under no cir- 
cumstances should be weakened 
for any purpose whatsoever. We 
are herewith attaching a draft of 
a bill that has been tendered this 


body with the assurance that it! 
would meet the indorsement of the | 


bankers of the City. Naturally, 
any budget bill that is approved 
by our Legislature should be one 
that has the indorsement of the 
financial interest. The Commis- 
sioners should be in a position to 
borrow money from time to time 
without any handicap. The adopt- 
tion of a bill of the nature of the 
attached will make this possible, 

It will be unfortunate, indeed, 
if some restraint is not placed 
upon the Commissioners to pre- 
vent further extravagances. The 
many demands that are being 


'made upon them for paved roads, 


sewers, parks and various other 
improvements, cannot easily be 
denied under the present system. 
The budget system will be a pro- 
tection to them as well as the peo- 
ple of the County. 

We have dwelt at length on the 
importance of new and approved 
legislation to govern the County 
Board for we realize not only the 
importance but the absolute ne- 
cessity of this being done, if taxes 
are to be kept at a reasonable rate. 

This body desires to protest the 
enactment of any legislation that 
will add additional taxes to the 
already over-burdened tax payer. 
The general conditions do not war- 
rant increased taxes. It will be 
far wiser for our officials in our 
municipality, county and state to 
pursue a course of economy. We 
recommend a reduction in over- 
head and administrative expense 
with a view of a reduction of taxes. 
It is our opinion that if useless of- 
fices are abolished and unneceés- 
sary employes eliminated, and the 
County affairs administered in an 
economical manner, there would 
be no need for additional taxes, 
and should result in decreasing the 
present rate. 

It is with regret that we note 


that in spite of economic condi- 


tions and increased tax rates and 
increased assessments, the county 
authorities have seen fit to in- 
crease salaries by nearly half a 


‘million dollars during the period 


from 1933 to 1939. As far as we 
have been able to ascertain, this 
includes only a small addition to 
its personnel. It is our opinion 
that the salariés paid County em-

ployes are considerably in excess 
of salaries paid employes doing 
similar work in private business. 
While we believe that efficient 
and loyal employes should be re- 
munerated liberally, yet we can- 
not indorse any amount beyond a 
fair and reasonable remuneration 
for service rendered. We recom- 
mend that the Commissioners 
make an investigation of the sal- 
aries paid to all County employes 
with a view of doing justice to the 
employe as well as to the employ- 
ers, who are the tax payers of the 
County. Also, that they investi- 
gate the number of relatives of 
County officials who are employ- 
ed. It is our opinion that all 
county employes should be select- 
ed and employed based on ability 
and not on account of relationship 
to County Officials. 


We are still of the opinion that 
the creation of two new Judge- 
ships at this time was not neces- 
sary, or rather unwise, because of 
the financial condition of the: 
county. As the Municipal Court 
was supplying an additional Judge 
it may be possible to take care of 
part of this new expense in a re- 
duction in the number of Munici- 
pal Judges. 

While we realize that well se- 
lected and planned parks are an 
asset to the County, we do not be- 
lieve it is wise at the present time 
to add to the number of parks that 
have already been established. We 
recommend that improvement on 
the present system of parks be 
confined to a minimum, until such 
a time when conditions will justify 
an expansion of the park program. 

We are informed that constant 
demands are made on the Com- 
missioners by citizens living out- 
side of the City limits for improve- 
ments in various localities such as 
sewers, water, lights, fire protec- 
tion and other conveniences that 
citizens living in the corporate 
limits enjoy. In fairness to all the 
citizens of the county, we believe 
that such requests should be 
granted only upon the agreement 
of the citizens of the community 
which is to be benefitted, to pay 
an equitable tax. This addition- 
al tax to be paid by the district in 
which these improvements are 
made. As the question of com- 
bining the City and County gov- 
ernments is being agitated at this 
time, this Grand Jury has approv- 
eda special presentment and same 
has been forwarded to our State 
Senator and members of the Leg- 
islature from this County, request- 
ing a proposed _ constitutiorfal 
amendment to be adopted to move 
the existing prohibtion against the 
merging of governmental functions 
of the City of Atlanta and Fulton 
County. This Grand Jury believes 
that this community should have 
the right to merge City and Coun- 
ty functions as this right is accord- 
ed to every other County in the 
State by the Constitution of the 
State of Georgia. 


Testimony was presented to this 
Grand Jury that a large number 
of County employes, especially in 
the Department of Public Works, 
have grown old in the service of | 
the County and many now on the 
pay roll of the County are inef- 
ficient because of age and feeble- 
ness. From a humanitarian stand- 
point, these men are allowed to 
remain in their jobs. This is com- 
mendable on the part of those in 
authority and we do not wish to 
criticize this policy. However, we | 
do believe that as soon as prac-| 
tical, a pension system should be 
adopted by the County in order to 
retire the aged and infirm so they 
may enjoy a well-earned rest. 


Requests from various citizens 
have been made to this body to 
pass resolutions relative to the 
large number of aliens who re- 
fuse to becomé naturalized but are 
enjoying the liberty and freedom 
of our American Country. A sec- 
tion of the presentments of a re- 
cent DeKalb County Grand Jury 
has been sent to us and we feel 
that the Citizens of the County 
should be informed relative to the 
facts that have been presented. 
We take the liberty to quote a sec- 
tion of the recent DeKalb County 
Grand Jury presentments: 


“Attention has been called to 
the fact that the number of 
aliens in the United States creates 
a real menace and since state- 
ments recently made show ap- 
proximately ten million aliens 
in the United States who have 
failed to take the first steps to 
become American Citizens and 
since recently published articels 
show that three and a half million 
of these aliens are gainfully em- 
ployed in the United States, hold- 
ing jobs that should be held by 
American citizens and since it is 
also shown that between two and 
a half and three million aliens 
are on the public relief rolls be- 
ing fed and supported with money 
paid by American tax payers and 
since it is claimed that over a 
million of these aliens have crim- 
inal records and many have been 
ordered deported by the courts 
and since the hot bed of sub- 
versive teachings can be found 
among this alien element, this 
Grand Jury recommends that the 
Federal Government be asked to 
deport immediately all criminal 
aliens and all destitute aliens who 
are on relief and that the Federal 
Government be asked to deport 
all other aliens within six months 
unless said aliens have taken 
steps to become American’ citi- 
zens. It further recommends that 
proper action be taken to make 
failure to qualify as a citizen 
within twelve months after im- 
migration, grounds for deporta- 
tion, and that the Federal Gov- 
ernment be asked to put an im- 
mediate stop to all immigration 
for ten years or until such a time 
as there shall be no able-bodied 
citizen unemployed. We request 
that the clerk of this court send 
a copy of this recommendation 
to each of the ten Georgia Con- 
gressmen and the two United 
States Senators with the request 
that they give this matter care- 
ful attention and take the lead 
in Congress to bring about this 
much-needed relief from the 
alien question.” 

We feel that thé large number of 
persons who have been indicted 
for murder by this Grand Jury 
should be brought to your atten- 
tion. We believe that the bear- 
ing of concealed weapons is a 
menace to this community. It ap- 
pears that a large number of our 
colored citizens are armed and 
ready to shoot and kill at the least 
provocation. We do not know that 
this condition can be improved 


until more stringent laws are en- 


_, acted. We do feel, however, that 


the maximum of the law should 
be given each offender. 

The old evil of the pawn brok- 
er and junk dealer is still with 
us. We believe that if the pawn 
broker could be more strictly su- 
pervised, a certain amount of 
crime could be reduced. We have 
had evidence before this Jury of 
a large number of automobiles be- 
ing forced open and the contents 
removed and finally located in the 
pawn shops. The greater number 
of these automobiles were from 
out of the State and generally en 
route to Florida. The acts appear 
to be committed by young white 
boys averaging from sixteen to 
twenty-odd years old. Naturally, 
visitors having this experience can 
not think very highly of our City 
and the memory of their trip to or 
through Atlanta will not be very 
pleasant. Worse than this is the 
fact that the boys who are com- 
mitting these crimes will be sea- 
soned criminals in a few years. 
We believe that if it was made dif- 
ficult for them to dispose of their 
loot, this type of crime would be 
reduced. We have dwelt on this 
phase of crime as it appears very 
prevalent in Atlanta at this time. 
t is a matter of common knowl- 
edge that the pawn _ shop is a 
standing invitation to the dope 
fiend, the habitual drunkard, as 
well as to the large class of whites 
and blacks who do not work but 
depend on their efforts of petty 
stealing for a livelihood. 

We urge the City Council of At- 
lanta to pass an Ordinance requir- 
ing all Pawn Brokers and Junk 
Dealers doing business in Atlanta 
to take fingerprints of all persons 
offering goods for sale, or for loan. 
We believe the passage and en- 
forcement of such an’ Ordinance 
will prevent a large number of 
thefts and burglaries.

Close akin to the pawn broker 
is the junk dealer. We have evi- 
dence that some of the dealers 
purchase material knowing that it 
is stolen property. Organized 
racketeers are stealing plumbing 
and electrical fixtures from vacant 
properties. Others are stealing 
materials from their employers 
and selling it for many times less 
than its value. We have ample 
laws to remedy these conditions. 
We recommend stricter enforce- 
ment of the pawn shop and junk 
dealer ordinances. We recommend 
that the officers of the law prefer 
charges against those receiving 
stolen goods after the principals 
have been convicted. We believe 
that if police officers are more 
alert in watching vacant properties 
it will contribute a great deal to- 
ward stamping out this aggravat- 
ing and costly class of crime. 

We offer a recommendation that 
the Georgia Legislature enact leg- 
islation that will make it manda- 
tory for a person to serve sentence 
when the records indicate that he 
has been eonvicted on _ three 
charges of felony. We believe in 
such cases that every avenue to 
— sentence should be closed 

aw. 

This Jury has given its indorse- 
ment to an act now pending before 
the Georgia Legislature. The bill 
provides to prohibit the employ- 
ment of or payment to any tax 
ferret or other person on a com- 
mission basis by any officer, board 
or agency in the State of Georgia, 
or any county thereof, or any mu- 
nicipality for collecting taxes, li- 
cense or fees, etc. A copy of this 
act is herewith attached. 

We recommend that these pre- 
sentments be published in one of 
the Atlanta newspapers of general 
circulation. We would also rec- 
ommend this course to succeeding 
Grand Juries for it is unnecessary 
and extravagant to publish the 


findings of Grand Juries in all | 
We do not) 


of the newspapers. 
want to show any partiality and 
it is suggested that the newspaper 
be selected relative to the length 
of time it has been established in 
Atlanta. We recommend that these 
presentments be published in the 
oldest established paper of gen- 
eral circulation. We trust that 
succeeding Grand Juries will con- 
cur in this suggestion and that 
presentments of the Jury which 
follows us will be published in the 
second oldest established paper 
and so continue so each of the 
three Atlanta newspapers of gener- 
al circulation will be selected once 
in every six months. If this is 
done, there will not be any par- 
tiality or discrimination. 

In closing our presentments, we

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GRAND JURY URGES 
STRICTEST ECONOMY 


Abolition of Useless Jobs in 
Fulton Among Recom- 
mendations. 


Halt to any further tax increase 
through a strict program of econ- 
omy in state, county and city gov- 
ernments and cut in Fulton county 
administrative costs through aboli- 
tion of useless county offices was 
recommended yesterday by the 
January-February grand jury. 
Among major recommendations 
were: 

Merger of Atlanta and Fulton 
county governments; a compul- 
sory budget law for the county; 
county employes’ pension bill to 
permit replacement of old and in- 
firm workers; halt to creation of 
any additional county parks and 
reduction of expenditures on those 
now established; fingerprinting all 
persons who pawn articles, and 
elimination of one of the munici- 
pal court judgeships. 

Another strong recommendation 
was that Fulton county commis- 
sioners “halt and take an account- 
ing of themselves and also that 
they make “an accounting to the 
people whom they represent.” 

In urging passage of the budget 
law the presentments said in part: 

“It will be unfortunate, indeed, 
if some restraint is not placed 
upon the commissioners to prevent 
further extravagances. The many 
demands that are being made upon 
them for paved roads, sewers, 
parks, and various other improve- 
ments cannot easily be denied un- 
der the present system. The 
budget system will be a protection 
to them as well as the people of 
the county.” 

Referring to economies in the 
county government, the present- | 
ments said: ‘ 

“We recommend a reduction in 
the overhead and administrative 
expense with a view of a reduc- 
tion in taxes. It is our opinion 
that if useless offices were abol- 
ished and unnecessary employes 
eliminated, and the county affairs 
administered .in an economical 
manner, there would be no need 
for additional taxes, and should 
result in decreasing the present 
rate.”
